The assertion that the privilege isa 
curse to the community is scarcely more 
reasonable, and must be based on the suppo- 
sition that because & man is allowed to 
homestead a second time he therefore will 
do it with or without reason or excuse, 
inerely because heis allowed. The real facts 
are thatin a majority of cases a setiler finds 
the making of a hone upon one claim an 
ondertokirg arduous enough to deter him 
froin making a second attempt unless under 
exceptional circumstances, such as i@s fret 
claim being worthless, or worthso much that 
he is able to realize handsomely from it. In 
either case to prevent him from leaving his 
first claim by not allowing hia a second 
would be an unnecessary restriction, and 
by cramping his energies be a drawback to 
the country. Two classes of homesteaders, 
it appears, are most injurious—those who 
homestead and sell for speculation, and 
those who homestead and sell merely from a 
desire to move, Supposing, for the sake of 
argument, that ail second homesteaders be- 
long to one class or the other, what harm is 
kOlng to result to the individual or the eom 
munity ifa homesteader should be so lucky 
as to make @ good speculation out of his 
Claim? Who is going to be injured thereby? 
The purchaser buys because he wants to. 
Because he prefers buying the particular 
claim to taking up an unimproved one. By 
such @ man purchasn & the country gains a 
settler, or at least the purchaser's persona!
